At the recent convention it was ex- 
plained that the object of the U. F. A. is 
to establish a co-operative commonwealth. 
With a special report presented in the 
legislature showing that something more 
than $20,000,000 of provincial cash and | 
credit has been advanced as loans to indi- 
viduals and organizations, it would appear 
that the co-operative commonwealth is al- 
ready here, has been here for some time, 
and has been doing business on a grand 
scale. 

The weakness of the arrangement as 
shown in the auditor's report is that the 
common wealth, as represented by the 
provincial credit, is being co-operated out 
of existence. That cannot continue inde- 
finitely. By the time everybody got 
pooled to his satisfaction, with survey 
costs, capital and working advances sup- 
plied from the provincial treasury, there 
would be nothing left with which to build 
roads and keep the schools going 


NO PROFITEERING ON RADIUM 

The mining regulations are being 
changed so that the Dominion Govern- 
ment will have control over the “produc- 
tion and utilization” of the radium deposits 
at Great Bear Lake. 

There will be almost universal approval 
of that. If there are objections they will 
come from greedy men who would like to 
get control of the deposits, exploit them 
for gain, and likely enough hold suffering 
humanity to ransom for the use of the ra- 
dium that is so badly needed in hospital 

he stronger the objections that come 
from such quarters, if there are objec- 
tions, and the more apts to cor- 
ral this supply of the precious 
substance, precisely the stronger should 
be the public insistence that the material 
be produced and supplied to the world as 
a service to mankind rather than as a 
means of extracting revenue for private 
pockets—or public treasuries. :

Question: Mrs, Veronica 
“I have been 
{taking a heaping teaspoonful of soda 
for about six weeks. I find that it 
takes the place of a purgative; in 
other words, my climination is good 
I take it in a giass of bot water the 
first thing in the morning A friend 
of mine insists that it isn’t good for 
my stomach, so I'm writing to ask your 

advice.” 

Answer: The use of soda has very 
much the same effect as the saline 
laxatives as some of it combines with 
the hydrochloric acid in the stomach, 
producing a salt. The part which ts 
not combined with hydrochloric acid 
produces an alkalinity. Soda is un- 
doubtedly a good temporary remedy 
for acidos’s, but it is not as stable in 
the blood as an alkalinization from or- 
ganic compounds as found in the al- 
kaline forming foods. 


Cooked Oils 

Question; T. Q. writes: a 
that when I cat oils that have been 
cooked my stomach hurts, and, when 
I eat raw oils like olive oil and but- 
ter, this does not occur.. Is this be- 
cause uncooked fats are better than 
the others?” 

Answer: When fatty foods are over- 
heated, fatty acids are sometimes re- 
leased. These will sometimes irritate 
the stomach and intestines and are 
probably what you noticed when eat- 
ing the fried foods.
